We ara informed on very good sutho- 
rity that the Chinese docnment recently 
disoovered by the Rev. Mr Schaub, and 
exposed by Dr. Entel (China. Afail, 
Sept. 20), is nothing new at all. It is 
areprint of a very old book, compiled 
many years ago irom records that were 
also very old then.’ Every year, this an- 
cient work is said to be reprinted, from 
the sameold wornout wooden blocks, with 
no alteration whatever excopt that the 
fitet and last pages, giving date and 
name of the official who re-issues it, are 
brought - to date, The successive 
literary Chancellors for yenrs past were 
Wont, one after another, to publish the 
aime old book, each giving it his own 
pame and authorisation, It 

asif the Athanosiin Creed were to be 
promujgated afresh every year in the 
sime words entirely. 

Wo are further assured, on authority 
which we feel bound to accept—namely, 
a Chineso Christian of bigh literary 
ability: and undoubted probity—that 
the document contains no special refer- 
oice to Christianity; all the phrases 
which seem to point that way ore mis- 
intarpreted by Dr. Kitel and Mr Schaub. 
For instance, the words ‘stupefy our 
Uack-haired race’ do not mean any 
reference to the ‘red-haired race,’ for 
the words fur ‘ black-haired. race” are 
fogularly used to denote the wasses of 
China as distinguished from the upper 
dasses. As another instance,. ‘they 
say they will rise to be immortal ' refers 
to sume of the heretical Chinese ‘ereads, 
long before Christianity was known 
in the Empire. Nor.is the accusation 
about ‘men and women gathering in 
the same room and losing all decency 
ond chastity’ a mere repetition of anti- 
Christin slanders, but is a reference to 
acertain: monastic sect, an offehoot of 
Buddbiem, which degenerated into auch 
astate of.debauchery: that there was a 
riot in Canton within recont years and 
one of the monasteries: was burnt down 
for its iniquitous practices. ; 

, None the less—-and even assuming 
that ofl the above statements are 
ttue-—the document is a fierce ebulli- 
tion of religious intolerance, whe- 
ther it Ue new or old, whether it be 
‘the only orthodex. truth. It says 
distinctly: tbat there. ia only one faith, 
and that all others must be destruyed— 
‘they. must be subjected to execution 
ooo ine morning .° . vermin 
preying onthe people . . 1. in 
case of beuvon-sent calamities or man- 
nade misfortutes there is no salvation 
for them. ... . . shoot them 
like wild owls in we forest; stone them 
like rats in the streets. All of a sudden 
shall their beads be geome day severed 
from their necks without merey - . - 
I the Emperor: command the pro- 


local officials ta eradicate those weeds, 
to exterminate the vermin, to kill off 
those poisonous snakes and throw them 
to.the wolves and tigers.’ ‘These words 
nay possibly not bemeant exclusively for 
Christianity, but they are distinctly and 
undeniably meant for all creeds « xcept 
‘the only orthodox truth,’ the so-calted 
official faith of China, Every religion 
ttcept Buddhism is to be exterminated ; 
every teacher eacept of the pure Confu- 
tian sebool. is to ba killed; evry 
member of the heterodex commu:june 
must be slaughtered, os rats and ger- 
pents—every mao, woman and child 
massacred for not being orthodox.” The 
baby.
